On 
the other hand practically no eggs 
were imported. Some years back 


dozen but at that time about as many 
eggs were imported as exported. 
Canada shipped about 1,000,000 
pounds of dressed poultry, mostly 
turkeys, to the British market for 
the holiday trade. This was about 
100,000 pounds more than last year 
when the movement was started. 
The exports of butter this year ex- 
ceeded last year’s, but there was a 
marked falling off in cheese.

The slang of today will in time be- 
come “good English,” will find its 
way into the precincts of authorita- 
tive dictionaries and will become an 
intrinsic part of the language. 

Prof. M. W. Wallace, head of the 
English department of the University 
;of Toronto and principal of Univer- 
|sity College, drew attention to this 
fact. Words which have come into 
being during the past 12 months 
and now despised by language pur- 
ists will, in time, take a permanent 
/ berth in the language spoken over 
tae greater part of the earth. 

Only recently the Oxford diction- 
ary was added to by an appendix 
| which listed words such as gat, 
gangster and ga-ga, and Prof. F. 
Newton Scott in a pamphlet for the 
bmcoega A for Pure English listed words 
;Such as blaa, appleseauce, cinch, 


| Prof. Wallace stated it would be 
impossible for a language to remain 
“pure” as we know it today. Words 
which were tabooed by purists a cen- 
tury ago are now in common usage, 
he pointed out. 

“The reason people use slang,” he 
added, “is because it gives them an 
air of being up-to-date and at the 
same time allows them to express 
their thoughts without much effort.” 
It was the fact that it required a 
minimum of effort to express the’r 
thoughts in slang that people used 
t so extensively, he stated. 

One slang word—chizzler—was as- 
sured of a permanent place in Am- 
erican English at least when Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt used it | 
recently in an address. It is now re- 
garded a legitimate word. 

Although few others have received | 
the presidential boost they are equal- 
ly assured of being pronounced by 
posterity. This was the opinion of 
Prof. Wallace and other English 
authorities. 


Bone Medel Of Ship 


Beautiful Work On Display In Royal 
Naval College 

One of the most beautiful models 
of an old-time fighting ship to be 
found in the world has been put on 
display in the Royal Naval College 
at Greenwich, England, It is en- 
tirely of bone, and is _ believed to 
have been made by one of the 
Freneh prisoners of war who were 
held in England. Experts think they 
fashioned their material from the 
bones of the meat they were given 
to eat. The model belongs to Wai- | 
ter Runciman, president of the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade.

Canada is the leading producer of 
asbestos, has the largest talc output 
in the British Empire, and is one of 
the three mica-producing nations ac- 
cording to the Department of Mines, 
Ottawa. The Dominion is an export- 
er of feldspar, gypsum, salt, arsénic, 
diatomite, and grindstones, and a 
producer of sodium sulphate, natural 
and artificial abrasives, magnesite, 
silica, moulding sands, soapstone, 
phosphate and many others. Minerals 
known to occur rather extensively 
include barite, chromite, sulphur (py- 
rites), volcanic dust, and garnet. De- 
velopment of these minerals is large- 
ly in the initial stages. To the fore- 
going should be added _ structural 
materials which are generally class- 
ed as non-metallics and which in- 
clude clay, sand and gravel, lime- 
stone, granite, and marble. Occurrenc- 
es of these are abundant in Canada 
and in the main are of excellent 
quality.

Responsibility To Public 

Operating on tracks, trains escape 
many of the dangers incident to other 
wheeled traffic. In railway yards the | 
danger is further lessened by the ex- 
clusion of the public. Yet in these 
yards may be seen placards warning 
trainmen that the maximum perm't- 
ted speed is 15 miles an hour, In 
the streets, which are without the 
protection afforded the railway yard 
operations, automobiles travel nor- | 
mally, if not legally, at from 25 to 
80 miles an hour. The death rate due 
to motor traffic is practically accept- 
ed as inevitable. Five deaths from 
diphtheria occasion more concern | 
than fifty from outomobile accidents.

“Reunion in Vienna” 


Robert B, Sherwood’s highly 


successful comedy, “Reunion in PF 


Vienna,” hus now been made 
into a talking picture, which is 
bound to please lovers of sophi- 
sticated comedy. In choosing 
the settings for his plays, Mr, 
Sherwood has ranged widely 
through space and time, “The 
Queen’s Husband,” which in its 
original form was given this 
season in Canada by the tom- 
pany of Maurice Oolbourne and 
Barry Jones, was laid in some 
rather mythical island in’ the 
North Sea. 

But in his latest comedy, 
“Reunion in Vienna,” Mr, Sher- 
wood has laid his scene in the 
Austrian capital of the present 
day. Very cleverly, in plot'and 
mood, as well asin setting,*this 
American writer has completely 
caught the half-romantic,  half- 
sophisticated spirit of Viennese 
comedy.

Among them is Elena, a lovely 
woman of about 30. Her visit 
to the palace revives memories 
of the days before the fall of 
the dynasty when she wasa 
girland in the midst of a love 
affair with the handsome Arch- 
duke Rudolph, a gay and en- 
dearing young madcap.

He had not met anyone, no, 
not a man—so said Acting 
Premier Coates of New Zealand, 
the other day — who under- 
stands the Douglas analysis.
